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Exploding cookies rock mailbox 

A tension filled afternoon ends when the contents are discovered

A foreign object found 
inside a dropmailbox on South 
Campus last Monday alerted city 
emergency teams. The height¬ 
ened awareness was due to two 
previously occurring similar 
incidents. 

In one case, in March of 
this year, a pipe bomb exploded 
inside a mailbox. Due to this, 
the postmaster instructed the car¬ 
riers to take immediate action in 
such circumstances. 

The postal carrier, who 
grew suspicious when he discov¬ 
ered a package not properly 
wrapped and without an address, 
secured the scene and contacted 
authorities. The bomb squad was 
also called in. 

The Fire Department, who 
first responded, the Lowell 
Police, and the UML police 
secured the area shortly after the 
package was discovered at 3:30 


pm by postman Patrick Register, 
of Dracut. 

Mahoney, Dugan, Coburn 
and the cafeteria were evacuated. 
Ambulances were also standing 
by, just in case. The South cam¬ 
pus area looked like a major 
homicide scene with the roping 
off of about 300 square feet. 

Around 5:30, bomb expert 
Mike Costello, looking like an 
astronaut in his special body 
armor, removed the package 
from the mailbox. The package 
was to be blown up in place. The 
package turned out to be a canis¬ 
ter of row metal, like one would 
buy Christmas cookies in. The 
canister was placed on the 
ground, and with the use of a 
high pressure water gun that 
shoots a stream of water at 900 
feet per second, set up above the 
package, was exploded. 

According to Chief Rowe, 
this is normal procedure for 
these kinds of bombs. It would 
be too dangerous to remove the 


bomb by having to carry it 
around, that’s why it was blown 
in place. When asked what he 
expected to be in the canister. 
Chief Rowe’s reply was, 'The 
content could have been black 
powder, which would have 
caused a serious explosion." 

The canister's contents: 
cookies. While the bomb turned 
out to be a dud, James Rowe, 
Chief of UML police, feels that, 
“The incident was handled prop¬ 
erly, I’m relieved it wasn’t any¬ 
thing serious.’’

Experts Address Conference 
on Economic Conversion

A successful conference on 
economic conversion for defense 
industry was held recently in the 
Wannalancit Building. It was 
sponsored by the Peace and 
Conflict Studies Institute (PCSI). 
Over a hundred people came, 
from across the state. New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and 
Maine. 

Chancellor William Hogan 
welcomed the conferees on 
behalf of the university. 
Congressman martin Meehan, an 
alumnus of the university, 
opened the conferees and point¬ 
ed out that New England 
accounts for 6% of the nation’s 
population but 12% of its mili¬ 
tary spending. “I serve on the 
House Armed Services 
Committee and its Research & 
Technology Subcommittee,” he 
added,” and 1 am very concerned 
and aware he is about the prob¬ 
lems and possibilities of conver¬ 
sion. 

The keynote speaker was 


Dr. Ann Markusen, Director of 
the Project on Regional and 
Industrial Economics at Rutgers 
University. She is author of 
Dismantling the Cold War 
Economy and six other books. 
Markusen stressed that while 


new programs have been passed 
by Congress to help defense con¬ 
tractors make the transition to 
Pentagon cutbacks, still the mili¬ 
tary budget is not being reduced 
nearly enough to ensure real eco- 
nomic revitalization. “The 


Clinton administration plans to 
cut the Defense Dept, budget to 
about $215 billion in 1997, but 
this will still be far Above the 
1980 level, and other experts are 
advocating much deeper cuts,” 
Markusen noted. She added that 


he middle-of-the-road Brookings 
Institution is calling for a $160 
billion Defense budget in 1997, 
and Randall Forsberg of the 
Institute for Defense and 
Disarmament Studies advocates

Psychology journal in the works

Are you tired of working 
on a research paper for forty 
hours or more passing it in to 
your professor, receiving a letter 
grade, and sticking it in a file, 
never to be seen or referred to 
again? Well now there is an 
alternative to filing your paper 
away. The UMass Lowell 
Journal of Psychology is current¬ 
ly being developed and plans to 
publish a limited number of stu¬ 
dent research papers in APA for¬ 
mat for the Fall of 1993. If you 
have written a paper at UMass 
and received a “B” grade or bet¬ 
ter, you might want to submit it 
for consideration for publication. 

Why would someone want 
to take the time to submit their 
paper to an internal Journal? 
There are a lot of reasons if 
you plan to go on to graduate 
school. Most graduate school 
applications have a section that 
asks if students have ever have 
had any research published. A 
yes response adds considerably 
to any application. In fact, a 
recent national meeting of Psi 
Chi, the National Honor 
Society in Psychology, con¬ 
tained a two hour session enti¬ 
tled “Publish and Flourish.” In 
addition, an entire convention 
in August is being dedicated to 
exploring the publication of 
student research. 

The purpose of this 
Journal is primarily to offer a 


new outlet for the publication of 
some of the best research at 
UMass Lowell. In having a 
research Journal at UML we 
hope to encourage students to 
share their work with other stu¬ 
dents and faculty. By being 
exposed to past research students 
may do better research them¬ 
selves. 

Other student research 
Journals have successfully been 
published at various universities 
for many years. An in-house 
undergraduate psychology Jour¬ 
nal exists at nearby Connecticut 
College, a small, private college 
with about two hundred and fifty 
students pursuing psychology 
majors and minors. They pro¬ 
duce an annual publication with 
seven to twelve articles being 
published in each edition. The 
plan is to publish a like number 
of complete Journal articles as 
well as the abstracts from about 
twenty research papers. 

So why might someone 
want to get involved in this pro¬ 
ject? Exposure to various 
research projects will help stu¬ 
dents refine and develop critical 
analysis skills. The development 
of critical analysis skills will be 
an invaluable tool for anyone 
that plans to remain in academia, 
especially doctoral candidates. 
Most doctoral dissertations 
require in-depth research and 
analysis of research articles. 

The Journal will be a stu¬ 
dent-run publication, organized 
and staffed by undergraduates at 


the university. Select graduate 
students may participate in a 
supervisory capacity. No one 
will be drawing a salary for the 
development of the project. Two 
students with advanced experi¬ 
mental and research experience 
are overseeing the project as 
Senior Editors with faculty 
advisement as needed. 

All students reviewing 
experimental research articles 
will have completed the same 
requirements as the senior editor 
with the following exceptions. 
They will not be required to have 
performed peer tutoring and may 
substitute an equivalent course 
for the General Experimental 
and statistics courses as outlined 
in the psychology department’s 
criteria. Students should have 
achieved a “B” or better in each 
of those courses. 

In addition to the experi¬ 
mental literature, the editorial 
staff will be reviewing basic 
research in psychology. The 
requirements for reviewing this 
type of literature will entail that 
the student demonstrate a rea¬ 
sonably broad knowledge in psy¬ 
chology. General qualifications 
for this position hold that the stu¬ 
dent should have taken 15 credits 
in the field of psychology includ¬ 
ing Research Methods and an 
additional course at the 300 level 
or above. A “B” average is 
strongly recommended for these 
individuals to be considered. 
Some exemptions to these quali-

Bookstore committee meets

The Bookstore Associates, 
armed with some $40,000, met 
last Wednesday to hear requisi¬ 
tions from various student orga¬ 
nizations. 

The meeting, moderated by 
Dean King, lasted one and a half 
hours and resulted in the alloca¬ 
tion of close to $23,CXX) for four 
different organizations. 

Prior to this meeting, the 
Bookstore committee authorized 
close to $12,000. Of this, $7,325 
went to the SUB/SIC; $1050 was 
given for the purchase of shirts 
for SGA members, and 
$3,351.55 was authorized to the 
International Relations Club. 
Three of the committee mem¬ 
bers, John O’Donnell, David 
Cunningham and Dwight 
Robson, have all at one time or 
another worked for, or been 
involved in, the SIC, the SGA 
and the International Relations 
Club. 

Requests granted last 
Wednesday included $5200 to 
the University Marching Band 
for the purchase of “team uni¬ 
form jackets.” The jackets are to 
remain the property of the 
University. Other allocations 
were $6300 to the orientation 
committee, $1,000 to the 
Psychology Club to publish a 
journal, $1,500 to the Literary 
Society for publication of the 
Lowell Pearl, and $8,643 to the 
Graduate Students Association 
(GSA). The GSA hemmed their 
original proposal of $8643 to 
$6700, the amount they felt they 
could “manage with.” However, 
the committee proposed and 
voted to grant the original 
request. 

Requests for the restoration 
of Mahoney Auditorium, a VHS 
video editing system for the 
media center and a software 


upgrade for the Connector were 
tabled. The committee has set 
June 22 as a tentative date for a 
meeting to re-evaluate these 
requests. 

The Bookstore Associates 
committee is comprised of three 
undergraduates—all of which 
must come from the SGA—and 
two graduate students elected by 
the GSA Senate. In addition to 
undergrads O’Donnell, Robson, 
and Cunningham, graduate stu¬ 
dents Vineet Mehta and Leslie 
Copeland sit on the committee. 


During the Brian Andriolo 
talked about campus issues, 
change, and experience. 
Andriolo, the newly-elected 
SGA President, has gotten a leg 
up on fulfilling his promise 
regarding what is probably the 
hottest issue on campus among 
students—parking. 

At “UMass Day” at the 
State House, in Boston, Andriolo 
spoke with several state officials, 
including Lowell reps. John Cox 
and Steve Panagiotakos. Cox 
has proposed legislation that 
would procure the Vulcor park¬ 
ing lot for UMass Lowell use. 

“The bill has already 
passed the house, and is now in 
the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee. 1 will be following 
the progress of the bill closely 
•over the summer,” Andriolo 
said. If this legislation is passed 
by the Senate and signed into 
law by Gov. Weld, Andriolo 
feels it will “greatly alleviate the 
South Campus parking prob¬ 
lem.” 

Another area of concern for 
Andriolo is the overcharging for 
textbooks by 30 to 40 thousand 
dollars by Barnes and Noble. 
Andriolo hopes to obtain those 
funds for student use. 

“Right now [the bookstore 
overcharge) is in limbo—it’s 
going nowhere,” Andriolo stated, 
indicating that Student Trustee- 
elect David Cunningham has 
been assigned to represent the

Anstey’s opinions, the SGA does 
a lot. [Ansteyj wasn’t at any of 
these meetings. He was just mis- 
informed,” Andriolo 
concluded. 

Brian Andriolo 
has presided over the 
SGA for two meetings 
now, the 2nd progress¬ 
ing “very smoothly.” 
“We didn’t get bogged 
down in parliamentary 
procedure,” he added. 

As President, 
Andriolo wishes to get 
more people involved. 
He wants to “promote 
involvement through 
better communication 
between SGA and the 
student body.” 

“There’s something here on 
this campus for everyone,” 
Andriolo said, adding “1 want to 
encourage people to get 
involved, especially com¬ 
muters.” Andriolo is currently a 
commuter. 

Andriolo was elected by a 
margin of five votes, true to his 
prediction that the election 
would be “too close to call.” 
Andriolo was hard-pressed for 
reasons—other than pure 
chance—for winning by five 
votes. He did wish to thank his 
sister Lauren and Trustee Keith 
Neal—who campaigned openly 
on behalf of Andriolo—among 
others for their support.

UCD Student Plaintiff Against 
Denny’s Restaurant

DAVIS, Calif. - A 
University of California-Davis 
sophomore is among 32 plain¬ 
tiffs who have filed a class- 
action suit charging that Denny’s 
restaurant chain has practiced 
racism by requiring African- 
American patrons to pay for their 
meals in advance, while not 
requiring the same of others 
patrons. 

The alleged charges of 
racial discrimination were filed 
in March in the San Jose’s U.S. 
District Court. One of the plain¬ 
tiffs, UCD student Bryan Avery, 
also had filed a complaint 
against the chain in 1991. 

The U.S. Department of 
Justice has ordered Denny’s 
restaurants to halt discrimina¬ 
tion. 

In a statement released by 


Denny’s, the restaurant chain 
said its policies “were put in 
place due to high incidents of 
customers leaving without pay¬ 
ing for their bills.’’ It insists that 
in no way was the policy to be 
applied to any particular race. 

The Spartanburg, S.C.- 
based restaurant chain also 
added that it has been in the 
process of eliminating the pre¬ 
payment policy since last year. It 
was Avery’s complaint in 
December 1991 that led Denny’s 
to order the elimination of the 
policy. 

According to the filed com¬ 
plaint, Avery and 17 of his 
friends were asked to pay a $2 
advance charge for their meal at 
a Denny’s restaurant in San Jose. 

The group questioned the 
manager about the policy and 
was told customers are required 
to prepay because of the number 
of incidents in the past in which 


people have left without paying. 

While at the restaurant, a 
friend of Avery’s group - a white 
female - told them she had not 
been asked to pay in advance for 
her meal. 

Denny’s managers in 
Woodland and West 
Sacramento, Calif., were unwill¬ 
ing to comment on the pending 
lawsuit. However, both man¬ 
agers stated their restaurants 
have never received any com¬ 
plaints of racial discrimination. 

“There are too many com¬ 
plaints in Northern California 
alone for this to be a coinci¬ 
dence,’’ said Joseph Stone, a civil 
rights attorney and Davis resi¬ 
dent. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. 
Department of Justice has 
ordered Denny’s restaurants to 
halt discrimination. 


A 

campaign has begun at the 
University of Rhode Island to set 
up “safe zones’’ for gays, les¬ 
bians and bisexuals by putting 
up stickers that read “URI Safe 
Zone’’ around the Kingston cam¬ 
pus. 

The intent is to convey a 
message to lesbians, gays and 
bisexuals that the person display¬ 
ing the sign is understanding, 
trustworthy and non-judgmental 
about homosexuals and bisexu¬ 
als. The campaign was created 
by the university’s Committee to 
Eliminate Homophobia and 
Heterosexism. 

“There is a need to address 
gay issues,’’ said Diane 
Goodman, the university’s inter¬ 
im affirmative action officer. 
“There’s a lot of homophobia 
and negative attitudes across col¬ 
lege campuses as well as within 
the larger society. There’s still a 
great deal of ignorance. We want 
the campaign to be'a general 
consciousness raiser.’’ 

The stickers are two con¬ 
nected triangles - one pink, the 
other black - surrounded by a 
green circle with the words “URI 
Safe Zone.’’ 

NEW HAVEN, Conn. — 
Yale University increased recy¬ 
cling efforts by 25 percent in 
1992, collecting about 480 tons 
of aluminum cans, bottles, news¬ 
papers, office paper and corru¬ 
gated cardboard. 

Figures also show that the 
amount of trash that Yale hauled 
to a landfill and local trash-to- 
energy plants dropped by 25 per¬ 
cent from 1991 to 1992, from 
5,895 tons to 4,431 tons, said the 


university’s recycling coordina¬ 
tor, C.J. May. 

Part of the reduction was 
attributed to less trash being pro¬ 
duced. “Electronic mail systems 
and computer networks enable 
us to generate less paper trash, 
for example, by sending employ¬ 
ee time slips to the human 
resources department electroni¬ 
cally,’’ May said. 

DAYTON, Ohio — There 
are 17 classes at the University 
of Dayton that require students 
to mix academics with volunteer 
service so students can learn that 
there’s more to education than 
the classroom. 

“They think they’ll help 
someone else, but they leave 
helping themselves. They realize 
building their knowledge is not 
just gathering facts,’’ said 
Monalisa Mullins, a social phi¬ 
losophy instructor. Her class 
allows students to match con¬ 
cerns on issues such as urban 
education or homelessness with 
projects like tutoring or volun¬ 
teering at shelters. 

Students in other classes 
may volunteer in a nursing home 
or designing and building com¬ 
ponents to help people with dis¬ 
abilities. 

A project that broadcasting 
and television students have 
undertaken is writing and pro¬ 
ducing stories on social service 
issues or organizations. One stu¬ 
dent wrote about a battered 
women’s shelter. “I want them to 
have a sense of social responsi¬ 
bility. A lot of media is hype and 
entertainment,’’ said Alan Heuth, 
a lecturer in the communications 
department.

fications may be granted so that 
students from other disciplines 
can be exposed to the project. 

All students involved in the 
project not acting as editors will 
be given titles appropriate to 
their work on the journal such as 
graphic anist. production coordi¬ 
nator, etc. When appropriate, 
they will also be given credit as 
Junior editors which will serve 
to acquaint them with the editing 
process as previously outlined. 

Participation in the project 
is directed at psychology majors 
and minors but any interested 
students may participate on any 
task they are qualified to do. 

The following minimal 
requirements are expected to be 
adhered to in order to be consid¬ 
ered for publication. All work 
submitted must follow APA for¬ 
mat for publication and blind 
review (author(’s) names should 
appear only on the title page.) 
All work must be original and 
performed by students at this 
university in the past academic 
year. The papers should include 
an appropriate abstract. Papers 
will be submitted in triplicate 
and a tentative deadline for sub¬ 
mission will be established as 
June 12, 1993. A submission 
form will be developed to ensure 
the above criteria are met. A call 
for papers will be issued and an 
article about the publication will 
appear in the Connector. Open 
recruitment for papers and staff 
members will be made via the 
Connector and posted notices in 
appropriate locations around the 
campus.

a $70 billion budget that year. 
These proposals would free up 
far more money than the Clinton 
administration administration's 
plans, for deficit reduction, eco¬ 
nomic growth and so on. “This is 
our chance to get things right. 
We must act boldly,” Markusen 
stressed. 

Dr. Markusen reminded the 
conference that a key problem 
with meaningful economic con¬ 
version is the nine and a half 
million people currently out of 
work and the widespread fear of 
unemployment. Cold war mili¬ 


tary buildups have created mar¬ 
kets and underwritten research 
and development for industries 
like aerospace—but these invest¬ 
ments did not create productive 
capacity for the civilian econo¬ 
my. Dr. Markusen added, “mas¬ 
sive defense spending is a major 
cause of the federal deficit: more 
than half the current national 
debt results from the military 
buildup of the eighties.” 

“The economy should be 
reorganized to serve public 
needs, not Just to develop partic¬ 
ular technologies or capture cer¬ 
tain markets,” said Dr. 


Markusen. Economic conversion 
programs, in her view, should: I) 
allow one-stop shopping for 
business, labor and community 
leaders seeking federal assis¬ 
tance, instead of the current frag¬ 
mentation among many agen¬ 
cies; 2) help companies plan well 
ahead for expected defense cut¬ 
backs in their industries, and 
assist in the development of 
alternative strategies that take 
advantage of companies’ skills 
and equipment; and 3) link 
worker retraining to creating Jobs 
which use workers’ skills. 

The plenary session was 


also addressed by Charles 
Zraket, former President of Mitre 
Corporation and Scholar-in-resi¬ 
dence at the Kennedy School at 
Harvard. Dr. Zraket pointed out 
that defense production accounts 
for 7-9 percent of the 
Massachusetts economy, with 
five companies—principally 
Raytheon—accounting for 80% 
of that production. Over the next 
few years Pentagon cutbacks are 
expected to add 2 percentage 
points to the state’s unemploy¬ 
ment. 

Other conference speakers 
included Professors Kenneth 


Single Parents Struggle To Attend

Parents without partners 
have a tough time in college. It’s 
about Juggling bills, books and 
babies and keeping your chin up 
and not going under, say those 
facing the rigors of academia 
while going it alone. 

Just the fact that single par¬ 
ents are trying to go to college 
shows unusual determination, 
education officials say. A grow¬ 
ing portion of young mothers fail 
to even finish high school, 
according to a new study from 
the Center for the Study of 
Social Policy. 

Single parent students 
describe serious deficits in time, 
energy and money. Their lives 
are filled with car repairs that 
don’t get done, of forgetting to 
buy laundry soap too often, of 
spouses who want to cut child 
support, and a system that 
doesn’t bend for those burdened 
with family responsibilities. 

When Gina Edwards, a 33- 
year-old divorced student, heard 
her 7-year-old son wondering 
why he couldn’t read as well as 
others in his class, she had a hard 
time feeling good about the 
hours she was spending on her 
own studies. 

“I told him: ‘Honey, as 
soon as mommy graduates, she’ll 
read to you every night,”’ said 
Edwards, a political science 
major at the University of 
Central Florida (UCF) near 
Orlando, Fla. 

While not all single parent 
students are female, the huge 
majority are, and university 
classrooms are increasingly 
being filled by 30-something 
women, a new report from the 
Census Bureau revealed. 

In 1991, for example, two- 
thirds of the older students in the 
country were women. The strik¬ 
ing increase in the number of 
college students over 35 - esti¬ 
mated at 7 to 10 million - has 
produced the phrase “non-tradi- 
tional student” and has spurred 


organizations and support groups 
for older students. 

“Unfortunately, though 
some colleges are beginning to 
react to this, a lot are not react¬ 
ing,” said Terry Rich, director of 
membership services for the 
Salem, Ore.-based National 
Association of Returning 
Students. 

“One of the problems is 
day care. Some of the colleges, 
however, are beginning to offer 
it free, using students, and mak¬ 
ing it into a class,” Rich said, 
noting that the universities are 
gradually catering to the baby- 
boomer population as the high 
school student market 
becomes increasingly 
skimpy. 

“It’s strictly finan¬ 
cial,” Rich observed. 

Single parents often 
find financial aid out of 
reach because it is ear¬ 
marked for full-time stu¬ 
dents, or if they work a 
low-paying, part-time Job, 
they earn more than 
required to be eligible for 
certain grants. 

“The colleges have 
got to offer evening and 
weekend classes. So many 
are offering basket-weav¬ 
ing and “How To Do Your 
Taxes’ at night,” he said. 
“They’ve got to start offer¬ 
ing hard education at night 
and on weekends.” 

While single parent 
students hope for a shift in 
awareness that could bring relief 
to their family’s lives, they con¬ 
tinue to struggle. 

“It’s pretty rough,” said 
Mary Bungert, branch manager 
of the Parent Resource Center at 
Seminole Community College 
near Orlando, Fla. “It’s hard to 
come away from talking to some 
without tears in your eyes.” 

“The biggest problem is 
lack of money. Then time. Then 
getting the child support is diffi¬ 
cult because some of the hus¬ 
bands don’t follow through,” 
Bungert said. 


Bungert said that a newly 
divorced person will initially 
have an “I can stand on my own 
two feet” attitude, but the time 
comes when it is necessary to 
seek outside support, particularly 
if they start going to college. 

“Often these people need 
help with parenting, and help 
with a child. I had someone Just 
call me and say, ‘I don’t know 
where to turn.’ We do a lot of 
networking. We know where to 
send people for help,” Bungert 
said. 

“Sometimes students Just 
need someone to talk to,” she 
added, noting that support 


groups for single parents are 
cropping up around the area, and 
often act as the surrogate family 
that students need. 

Some students who are par¬ 
ents resent being pigeonholed. 

“The single parent labeling 
is offensive to me, I am treated 
differently from others, stigma¬ 
tized and talked about whenever 
this particular part of my life is 
brought up,” Diana Campbell, a 
senior English major from the 
University of Nebraska said in 
an article she wrote recently for 
The Daily Nebraskan. 

“I utilize all the govern¬ 


mental, community-based and 
familial resources I can. It makes 
school easier because 1 don’t 
have to worry as much about 
necessities,” she said. “I am a 
parent and unmarried. But the 
Joy my son brings into my life 
and into the lives of others 
doesn’t warrant the negative 
feelings nor thoughts that the 
definition of single causes.” 

The University of Central 
Florida recently sponsored a 
“Single Parent Student Survival 
Skills” seminar that drew stu¬ 
dents searching for ways to pull 
it all together while they get an 
education. Discussions included 
stress management, child 
psychology, family thera¬ 
py and the latest state and 
federal regulations con¬ 
cerning child support. 

Barbara Truman, a 31- 
year-old advertising major, 
was one of the students at 
the seminar. 

Truman, who described 
starting school so late as 
“terrifying,” graduated 
magna cum laude from 
Seminole Community 
College with an associate 
of arts degree. Her acade¬ 
mic progress surprised and 
pleased her, and she went 
on for her bachelor’s 
degree. 

“I had been out of the 
classroom rigor for 10 
years,” she said. “I was 
hurting from my divorce, 
but I had always wanted to go 
back to school.” 

Truman, a Junior at UCF, 
has two children, ages 7 and 10, 
works 15 to 20 hours a week, 
carries five classes, and regularly 
fights the red tape at the welfare 
department and food stamp pro¬ 
grams that put food on the table 
for the small family. 

“It’s frustrating and time 
consuming, infuriating and 
humiliating,” reported Truman, 
who says she has “suffered too 
much to quit now. No way.” 

Further, her recently remar¬ 
ried ex-husband wants to cut

child support by 50 percent, and 
Truman is braced for a court bat¬ 
tle. 

Truman, who has main¬ 
tained a 3.5 average, studies 
daily from 6 a.m. to 7 a.m., then 
from 8:30 p.m. until midnight. 
She owns a computer, “Thank 
God I’m computer literate,” and 
added a modem so she could 
access the UCF library file rather 
than leave home. 

“I came almost to the point 
of quitting. At that point I started 
looking intensely for help. I felt 
hopeless, but one day I went to 
the student government office, 
and they had Just hired anon-tra- 
ditional student advocate,” 
Campbell said. 

Campbell quickly teamed 
up with Gina Edwards, UCF’s 
first advocate for non-traditional 
students, and the two set up the 
seminar. Edwards carries a 
course load of 12 hours, holds 
down a part-time Job and is 
mother to 7- and 9-year-old sons. 
She spend the last 10 years at 
home. 

“I make $92 every two 
weeks. 1 have child support, 
grants and scholarships and I’m 
used to doing without,” she said. 
“The summer day care program 
is going to cost $1,200.” 

Edwards said the prime rea¬ 
son single parents are returning 
to school is that a great number 
of them receive insufficient child 
support or are struggling to get 
errant fathers to pay child sup¬ 
port, and they want to improve 
their children’s living standards. 
Most are seeking higher-level 
employment. 

“They know without that 
piece of paper, they don’t get in 
the door,” said Edwards, who 
will graduate in June with a 
degree in political science and 
will enter a master’s program in 
the fall. Edwards said she is 
planning a career in higher edu¬ 
cation administration. 

“I knew that I didn’t want 
to work in a Burger King.” she 
added.

“I see the starving 
Africans on T.V./ I feel it has 
nothing to do with me/ I sent 
my twenty dollars to Live-Aid/ 

I paid my guilty conscience to 
go away/ Now go away!” 
screams (!!) “Go Away.” 

And like your cheek- 
bone shattering against pave¬ 
ment upon meeting, the deliv¬ 
erance is godly, as Reid offers 
a riff and rhythm that slices 
your tongue with a hand-sized 
razor.

Balls, folks. “My lover 
told me, well, that she’s bi/ I 
wanted to scream, there were 
tears in my eyes/ She said baby, 
baby, don’t you cry/ ‘Cause the 
one I’m with you’ve been see¬ 
ing on the side.” Oops. 

The riff in “Bi,” while 
simple, is damn strong. And this 
is why Living Colour is adored 
by even the most ignorant of 
music execs — this constant 
ability to turn something small 
into a majestic piece. 

“Auslander” dusts the 
tundra with a vat of blood, as 
Reid’s jazz-tumed-beast rhythm 
signals a Coloured step into 
musical unknown. They refuse 
to follow and win because o'* it. 

Corey Glover’s vocals 
are repeatedly mesmerizing. His 
character is equally such. 

The closing two tracks 
on Stain are bullets in the tem¬ 
ple. “Hemp” enters a realm 
beyond sober imagination. 
Synths lay a ghostly aura for 
Andrew Fairley’s curious, elec¬ 
tronic verse: “Now fingering 
these veins of hemp/ Their hair 
upon my skin/ And how gently, 
quickly you sleep/ Slip into my 
collection with its bristles, coils, 
intentions....” 

Following this is the 
monumental “Wall,” marked by 
Reid’s admirable guitar synth.
